Apram _C.“HATCH of Heber City, who passed away March 

ú 94th, 1032, was a veteran business and professional man in the 

public life of Wasatch County and the state. His home had been 

in Utah all his life, for over three-quarters of a century, and he 

was one of the most active of the old-timers in the affairs of his 
district. 

| Mr. Hatch was born at Lehi, Utah County, December 14, 1856, 


bishop of the Church of the Latter Day Saints. He was the first 
president of the Wasatch Stake. He died December 3, 19h. 
"Abram UC. Hatch as a boy attended public schools at Lehi and 
Heber. In 1876, at the age of twenty, he began ranching in East- 
ern Utah and Western Colorado, raising cattle and_horses. In 
1879 he established his home at Heber, where he continued in 
association with his father and brother in the ranch business until 
1894. In the meantime there came to him the call of public service. 


In 1893 he was elected a member of the Legislature from the dis- 
| trict comprising Wasatch, Emery and Grand counties. He served

one term oí two years. In the meantime he was devoting all his 
leisure time to the stu dy law and on February 23, 1895, was 
admitted to practice before the Utah Supreme Court. During the 
subsequent thirty-five years he handled a large volume of general 
law practice and has earned the reputation of a very able lawyer. 
In 1896 he received the Republican nomination for district judge, 
getting the nomination in convention by a vote of forty-five to 
eighteen. He was defeated by just 103 votes. However, the suc- 
cessful candidate resigned in June after his election and Judge 
Hatch was appointed to fill the unexpired term by the governor. 
In 1900 he was elected on the Republican ticket district attorney. 
for Wasatch, Utah and Uinta counties, serving one term, and re- 
fused reelection. Judge Hatch organized the town of Heber, and 
served as its attorney for three years. He gave freely of his time 
and professional services in many ways for the benefit of his lo- 
cality and district. He helped establish the Heber Light & Power 
Company. He had an official part in the Republican party organ- 
ization and in 1929 was prominent in the Ogden Republican Con- 
vention. He was a member of the Chamber of Commerce of Heber, 
the Utah State and American Bar Associations. 
Judge Hatch married December 17, 1879, Miss Maria Luke of 
Heber, daughter of Henry and Hárriett Luke, who were early
